OBVIOUSLY  tired  from  their  extensive  tour,  the  Cou- 
xs  received  an  emotional  “welcome  home”  from  relatives 
id  fnends  who  were  on  hand  at  the  Salt  Lake  City  aiiiwrt 
rly  Thursday  moming  for  the  team’s  return. 

The  Cougai's,  who  wound  up  the  tour  Tuesday  with  a 
-53  victoiy  over  Mexico  City’s  Fedei-al  District,  brought 
ck  a 19-3  win-loss  record  and  a bundle  of  memories  that 
ould  remain  with  them  for  many  years  to  come.

and  Tuesday. 

PARTICIPANTS  in  the  Sum- 
mer Music  Clinic  will  attend  the 
public  concert  at  8:15  p.m.  Mon- 
day in  the  Smith  Auditorium  as 
a group,  according  to  officials  of 
the  clinic. 

The  talented  young  pianist  will 
appear  again  Tue.sday  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Auditorium. 

The  28-year-old  performer  was 
born  in  Los  Angeles,  where  she 
studied  with  Mme.  Ethel  Lekin- 
ska  and  Miss  Muriel  Kerr. 

MISS  NEELEY  will  open  her 
first  concert  with  Haydn's  "So- 
nata in  D Major, followed  by 
Beethoven’s  “Sonata  in  F Minor, 
Opus  57”  (Appassionata). 

After  a short  intermission,  she 
will  play  numbers  by  Chopin, 
Scriabin  and  Prokoview. 

FOR  HER  concert  Tuesday  she 
will  play  variations  on  "Ah!  vous 
dirai-je,  maman”  by  Mozart,  the 
Appassionata  and  two  eludes  by 
Liszt. 

Both  a scholar  and  musician, 
.she  made  her  debut  in  a Bach 
Festival  in  Los  Angeles  at  age 
five.  She  graduated  valedictorian 
from  a cla.ss  of  350  high  school 
seniors  in  Glendale,  C^if.,  and 
in  1960  was  graduated  magna 
cum  -laude  from  the  University 
of  Southern  California. 

THE  ONLY  U.  S.  woman  to 
place  in  the  Van  Cliburn  Inter- 
national Piano  Competition,  Mi.ss 
Neeley  took  fifth  place  in  1962. 
She  also  has  won  the  Michaels 
Memorial  Award,  international 
competition  gold  medal  in  Ge- 
neva, Swit^rland,  in  1959,  and 
first  place'  in  several  musical 
auditions. 

She  was  sponsored  on  a con- 
cert tour  of  Mexico  with  cellist 
Joanna  do  Keyser  by  the  United 


46  performances  in  Alaska  spon- 
sored by  the  Alaska  Music  Trail. 

AI^O  DURING  the  fall  of  1964 
Miss  Neeley  made  a concert  jun- 
ket to  Europe,  which  included  re- 
citals in  Amsterdam,  Munich, 
Stockholm  and  London. 

According  to  critics,  she  is  "an 
abundantly  gifted  and  remark- 
ably accomplished  young  pianist” 
who  possesses  "a  technique  that 
is  impressive  even  in  these  days 
of  mechanical  wonders,  and  she 
couples  it  with  taste,  sensitivity, 
tonal  beauty  and  a mature  sense 
on  the  inner  valves  and  inner 
workings  of  the  music  she 
plays.”

the  NEW  system,  the  Wulpa 
Parking  Tower,  is  a Swiss  des- 
igned, 79-foot  high  steel  struc- 
ture that  accommodates  20  veh- 
icles on  a ground  area  of  564 
square  feet.  This  ground  area  is 
generally  needed  to  park  two 
standard  size  American  automob- 
iles. 

This  compares  to  approximate- 
ly 6,000  square  feet  that  would 


parking  lot. 

THE  ECONOMIC  advantages 
of  this  parking  system  are  num- 
erous. The  most  noteworthy  be- 
ing that  the  small,  odd-sized  par- 
cels of  land  can  be  profitably 
utilized. 

The  Wulpa  Parking  Tower  re- 
sembles, to  some  extent,  a large 
feriis  wheel.  Steel  chains  are 
used  to  convey  parking  cradles 
around  the  tower  unit. 

TO  OPERATE  the  “garage” 
the  motorist,  or  the  tower  atten-

tes  an  empty  cradle  to  the  ground. 
The  car  is  driven  into  the  cradle, 
the  button  pushed,  and  another 
cradle  moves  to  ground  level  and 
into  place,  in  much  the  same  man- 
ner that  a ferris  wheel  is  loaded 
with  fun  seekers. 

THE  TOWER  IS  designed  to 
stand  by  itself,  be  incorporated 
into  an  existing  structure,  or  used 
in  multiple  units.  The  units  are 
readily  adaptable  for  a variety  of 
installations,  and  can  be  installed 
vertically,  horizontally,  at  an 
angle  or  even  underground. 

THE  TOWER  can  be  operated 
without  an  attendant  by  use  of 
keys,  coins  or  push  buttons.  The 
motorist  can  drive  into  the  cradle, 
lock  his  car  and  be  secure  in  the 
knowledge  that  dented  and  scrat- 
ched doors  are  a thing  of  the 
past. 

When  an  attendant  is  employ- 
ed, one  man  can  handle  up  to 
six  units,  or  120  cars.  With  this 
system,  the  average  car  delivery 
takes  only  40  seconds.

Ot'GHT  TO  BE  TOLD 

Washington — Republican  Senator  and  Minority  Leadei 
Everett  M.  Dirksen  said  Thursday  concerning  the  Viet  Nam 
situation  that  “we  do  not  shrink  from  what  the  situation  calls 
for,  but  we  ought  to  be  told.”  The  Illinois  Senator  joined  with 
Rep.  Gerald  Ford,  minority  leader  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, in  calling  for  infonnation  fro  m the  administration 
about  the  extent  of  deterioration  in  the  Viet  Nam  situation 
so  that  the  nation  will  know  what  is  needed. 

HOME  RESIGNS 

London — Sir  Alec  Douglas-Home  resigned  his  post  Thurs- 
day as  leader  of  the  opposition  Conseiwative  party  in  Great 
Britain.  "The  Consei-vatives  were  defeated  last  fall  by  the 
Labor  Party  which  is  headed  by  Prime  Minister  Hai-old  Wil- 
son. Home  has  been  criticized  lately  from  the  opposition  and 
from  his  own  pairiv,  but  Thursday  he  criticized  the  efforts 
of  Hai-Old  Wilson  to  peacefully  patch  up  the  situation  in  Viet  j merclal  curtain  wall  materials  in :

AROUND  WASHINGTON 

The  Senate  Thursday  passed  and  sent  to  the  House  a bill 
bv  Senator  Gavlord  Nelson  providing  for  home  i-ule  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  which  is  presently  govemed  by  Con- 
gress. Similar  bills  previously  passed  by  the  Senate  have  died 
in  the  House. 

ONE  MAN  - ONE  VOTE 

Senator  Dirksen  (R-Ill.)  Thursday  tried  to  substitute  a 
vote  on  his  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  in  place  i 
of  a vote  conceming  baseball.  The  amendment  would  invali- 
date the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  requiring  both  houses 
of  state  legislatures  to  be  apportioned  on  a population  basis. 

Dirksen  claimed  that  he  would  try  to  hook  the  amendment 
onto  eveiy  bill  that  comes  up  if  that  becomes  necessaiy. 

JOHNSON  ON  VIET  NAM 

President  Lyndon  Johnson  met  again  with  civilian  and 
military  officials  Thursday  in  talks  about  the  situation  in 
Viet  Nam.  Topics  of  discussion  in  the  four-hour  conference 
reputedly  included  U.  S.  militaiy  needs  in  Viet  Nam,  man- 
power needs  in  Viet  Nam,  and  the  possibility  of  a call-up  of 
U.  S.  Reservists.  Discussions  Wednesday  centered  on  opera- 
tions of  the  intelligence  apparatus  in  the  Far  East,  the  role 
of  the  USIA,  and  economic  problems. 

RUSSIAN  ROCKET 

Moscow — The  Soviet  Union  Sunday  launched  a new  rock- 
et deep  into  space  and  announced  that  it  would  orbit  wide 
around  the  sun.  The  Russians  Friday  fired  a new  booster 
rocket  which  lifted  into  orbit  the  heaviest  payload  yet 
launched  by  either  Russia  or  the  United  States.
